Industry memb ers of

Taking note of the Chief Execu- 
Itive's promise last night that along 
with his meat decontrol decision

straints, Barrett said: 
“ I take it the President recog­ 
nizes the ineffectiveness of the 
present administration of wage and 
price controls and is looking for­ 
ward to a quicker liquidation of 
those controls than was originally 
intended. 
“In view of that recognition I 
it is my duty, if asked, to 
through. 
1 am perfectly 
willing- to stay on, if he wants us 
to carry on. 
But industry doesn't 
want perpetual government con­ 
trols.”
